RCMP received a 911 call regarding a stabbing and 
reported to a Didsbury residence at approximately 10:20 
p.m. on Sunday, Nov. 27. 

Officials discovered a 37-year-old Didsbury man 
deceased. The RCMP are treating the case as a suspicious 
death. Investigation is currently underway of (he uniden¬ 
tified male and residence. At this time information regard¬ 
ing the nature of the stabbing and weapon are being inves¬ 
tigated.

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‘Davis is the winner’ 

Former beef producer rep tops Kemmere in first, second count

The former chair of the 
Allx'ila IkxT lYoducers will 
carry the IX’ Parly banner 
for Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills in the next provincial 
election. 

Acme-area producer rep 
Darcy Davis scored a deci¬ 
sive win Saturday night ;it 
the Didsbury Multiplex in a 
competitive race with for¬ 
mer Mountain View County 
reeve A1 Kemmere 

Davis finished on top after 
the first count of the ballots 
with 515 votes compared to 
Kenunere’s 424 and ('arstairs 
accountant William 

Stevenson’s 21(i. 

After Stevenson's second- 
choice votes were counted, 
Davis cruised ahead to win 
the contest with 592 votes 
compart'd to Kemmere’s457. 

“Davis is the winner with 
55.9 per cent of the vote,” 
nomination chair Pat James 
announced to the crowd of 
candidate supporters who 
stayed until after 10 p.m. to 
hear the results. 

“It’s such an honour and 
it’s so humbling at the same 
time,” Davis, 50, told the 
applauding crowd after 
Stevenson and Kemmere 
had made brief speeches 
thanking their campaign 
teams. 

Davis thanked the two 
candidates, as well as their 
wives Kathy Kemmere and 
Bev Stevenson, before call¬ 
ing his “better half’ Nora up 
to the stage. He also thanked 
retiring MLA Richard Marz 
and paid tribute to “two peo¬ 
ple who couldn’t be here” - 
his late father and his father- 
in-law Joe McCool, who 
urged Davis to run for the 
nomination before he died in 
August. 

“I’m gonna work my butt 
off,” Davis pledged. “We 
gotta move things forward - 
we can’t be about just one 
issue or one area" 

“I think Darcy is going to 
be a good leader for us,” 
Kemmere said afterwards, 
adding that he hoix'd to lie 
part of Davis’s campaign 
team. 

“We discussed in the last 
tliree, four weeks that it was 
going to be a close race. We 
now know that we hail suj>- 
IH)rt and I wanna lake that 


support and move it over to 
Darcy." 

On a more personal note, 
Kemmere said: “Democracy 
Ls neat, but democracy hurts 
sometimes ... But the people 
have spoken.” 

With a total of 1,155 ballots 
cast, “the turnout was fantas 
tic," Kemmere said. “Tixlay it 
was huge." 

James caller! the total “a 
record I’m sure for this con 
stituency” and returning offi¬ 
cer Jordan C'leland said the 
numbers exceeded tire con¬ 
stituency turnout for last 
month’s leadership election 
by 400-450 voles. 

The breakdown for region 
ill polls, C'leland said, was 
207 ballots cast in BeLseker 
and 1.18 in Three Hills the 
previous wiH'k, and about 
123 ballots cast in Cremona 
and 087 in Didsbury on 
Saturday. 

With Davis having higher 
name recognition on the east 
side of the constituency, 
Nora Davis admitted she had 
been “a little worried about 
the high turnout” of voters in 
Didsbury, but was pleased 
with the outcome. 

“We had a good team," she 
said. 

Mar/., who lives in Tims' 
Hills, said Davis was simply 
“the choice of the people.” 

“I don’t think it’s important 
when* you live and that was 
evident with the people (vot¬ 
ing) today. It wasn’t a geo¬ 
graphic thing." 

Wild Rose MP Blake 
Richards was also present at 
the end of the night to 
congratulate Davis on his 
win. 

Pointing to Davis’s past 
role as president of the 
Canadian Agri-food Trade 
Alliance, Richards described 
Davis as a consensus builder. 

“Darcy will 1 h> really strong 
on ag issues, trade issues; he 
will be strong on intergov¬ 
ernmental affairs. I think he’s 
someone who will listen and 
represent the people,” 
Richards said. 

Nora Davis echoed 
Richards’ comments when 
asked to name her husbands 
biggest asset. 

“1 think he’s a good listen¬ 
er," she said. “He’s done a lot 
of town hall meetings, so he 
knows how to take the infor¬ 
mation and bring it back to 
the people and explain it.”

Drunk driving fight 
must include hospitality 
industry input

Drunk driving fight must include 
hospitality industry input 
The Redford government has 
announced plans to toughen up 
drunk driving penalties in the 
province, all in an effort to reduce 
the carnage that impaired 
motorists continue to cause across 
this province, including in West Central Alberta, 

Under proposed legislation tabled in the legislature 
last week, the province may soon allow licence sus¬ 
pensions and vehicle seizures for drivers whose 
blood-alcohol level is found to be above 50 mg per 
cent. 

Premier Redford said making life tougher, particu¬ 
larly financially, for impaired drivers might just con¬ 
vince more of them to stay off the roads if they are 
imder the influence. 

Mothers .Against Drunk Driving has come out in sup¬ 
port of the proposed changes, applauding the 
province for putting forward the tough new rules. 

“I flunk putting teeth in legislation like this will 
encourage people to take the issue (of dnink driving) 
much more seriously and look at ways to get home 
sober and not get behind the wheel at any level of 
impairment,” said MADI) president Wayne Kauffeldt, 
who lost a teenage daughter to a drunk driver. 

While few would likely argue against more being 
done to stem the drunk driving carnage in this 
province - All>erta, incidentally, has one of the worse 
per-capita impaired driving rates in Canada - any 
changes aimed at reducing impaired driving should 
not unfairly target companies conducting legitimate 
and lawful businesses. 

The Canadian Federation of Independent Business 
(CFIB) is calling on the premier to ensure that consul¬ 
tations are conducted with bar and restaurant busi¬ 
ness owners to ensure companies are not ruined by 
the new legislation. 

“like other Albertans, small businesses support the 
enforcement of strong laws to punish dnink drivers 
and renewed efforts to find effective prevention 
strategies,” said CUB spokes}>erson Ricliard Thiseott. 
“But w hile it’s not clear if the new law in B.C. had a 
meaningful impact on the impair'd driving issue, it 
most definitely has significantly impacted many small 
businesses in the hospitality sector that are already 
struggling with a weakening economy and ongoing 
labour shortages.” 

The (’FIB is prepared to undertake “meaningful con¬ 
sultation before any new laws are passed to ensure 
effective enforcement strategies to combat impaired 
driving without such a negative imparl on small busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Drunk drivers continue to make victims of families 
and friends across this province and country - and the 
Allierta government should be applauded for stepping 
up the fight against those same criminal and careless 
motorists. 

However, at the same time l > remier Redford needs 
to make sun 1 that businesses, and in particular those 
in the hospitality industry, are not inadvertently also 
made victims in this stepped-up drunk driving war.

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Fuel thefts 
on the rise

Former Didsbury resident 
remembered through family 


Didsbury RCMP have noticed a developing trend of fuel 
thefts in the area over the past several weeks after some 
occurrences of theft from a fuel tank on a rural properly 
and a van parked on a street overnight. 

In the latter case, a van parked on 15 Avenue in 
Didsbury had been filled up at a gas station and was left 
parked overnight. 

The next morning the vehicle owner reported to Rt’MP 
that their fuel gauge read “empty" and that the gas cap 
was removed. 

“As the cost of gas continues to rise, residents are asked 
to keep an eye out for any suspicious activity and report 
to the RCMP,” said Sgt. Jeff Jacobson. 

Fuel thefts are likely conducted through siphoning, and 
a method to help reduce the risk of theft is locking the gas 
caps on vehicles if they have a lock. 

“Throughout any given year this can occur, but more of 
it has happened recently," said Jacobson. 

“Gas ’n’ dashes" are also related to fuel thefts, with one 
such occurrence happening at a gas station in Cremona 
recently.

Family and friends are 
grieving the loss of 23- 
year-old Vicky Shachtay, 
who died in her ground- 
level apartment in 
Innisfail Friday morning. 

Though not confirmed 
by RCMP, the former- 
Didsbury resident’s 
friends within the commu¬ 
nity said it was Shachtay 
who lived in the apart¬ 
ment on 51 Avenue and 
died after opening a pack¬ 
age delivered to her house 
that contained an explo¬ 
sive device. 

“She was a great per¬ 
son," said Shachtay’s pas¬ 
tor, Dave Wiebe, who said 
Shachtay was a faithful 
member of the Innisfail 
Alliance Church. “On 
behalf of her family, she 
was a great daughter, sis¬ 
ter and wonderful mom to 
her own daughter.” 

On April 29, 2004 

Shachtay, 16, was a pas¬ 
senger driving back from 
Caroline with three 
friends when the driver of 
the car lost control near 
Spruce View. The car 
rolled several times 
before coming to a stop in 
a field. After being res¬ 
cued by emergency serv¬ 
ices, Shachtay soon 
learned she had sustained 
a C4, C5 and C6 spinal 
cord injury losing her sen¬ 
sation below her chest. It 
was then she found out 
she was four months 
pregnant. 

Shachtay’s daughter, 
Destiny, was born the fol¬ 
lowing September and 
since then, community 
members always saw her 
out with her daughter. 

“I’ll remember her rid¬ 
ing her wheelchair behind 
my house with her baby in 
her arms," said Brent 
Dougherty, the operator 
of the Innisfail Co-op Gas 
bar who had Shachtay in 
his employ twice over the 
years. 

She worked briefly 
when she was 15 at the 
gas bar but several years 
later returned and worked 
for about a year, he said. 

“When she was in her 
wheelchair she did the

paperwork and she also 
did the cashier (work). 
Everybody would come in 
and see her. She was 
always happy with every¬ 
body, she always got along 
well." He said she always 
talked about her child and 
what she would do with 
her on her time off. 

“She was young. She 
always came across as a 
tough girl, but she was 
really smart,” he said, 
adding she caught on to 
everything at work 
quickly. 

“She was a good worker, 
I could always count on 
her to be here. She went 
the extra mile to get here 
sometimes when she 
needed to,” he said, 
explaining she used the 
handicap bus to get to 
work initially but soon 
after got her own van and 
was able to drive. 

“Our hearts and 
thoughts go out to the 
family,” said Innisfail 
mayor Jim Romane, who 
was on scene Friday, to 


learn more about what 
had happened. 

“Hopefully there’s some 
resolution to it and it’s not 
a random thing.” 

Ron Lenz, who was also 
nearby Friday afternoon, 
said his mother-in-law 
called him to let him 
know what happened. 
Shachtay’s daughter rides 
the bus to school with his 
children. 

“She was a nice person. 
I always talked to her - 
she always seemed 
happy,” he said. “I guess 
the thing is it will happen 
anywhere. For someone 
to do something like that, 
it’s...” he said, his voice 
trailing off. “How do you 
put it in words?” 

Pastor Wiebe has been 
at the Innisfail location 
for the past four years and 
said Shachtay has been a 
member there since 
before he arrived. 

“She was just deter¬ 
mined. She had a strong 
love of life, a great per¬ 
sonality regardless of 


whatever challenges she 
had.” He said she served 
in a children’s ministry 
that runs Thursday nights 
and regularly attended 
ladies’ Bible study as well. 

“The family is devastat¬ 
ed. Of course they are 
doing as best as can be 
expected and we certainly 
appreciate privacy while 
they mourn. ... I believe 
the church will rally and 
so will the community, 
around the family. You 
love deeply, so you hurt 
deeply. She will be 
missed." 

Sunday, Wiebe opened 
the weekly service with a 
prayer session for 
Shachtay’s family, the 
church and the communi¬ 
ty. He said the church was 
packed and people hud¬ 
dled into groups to pray. 

“It was a powerful 
prayer session,” said 
Wiebe. 

A trust fund is being set 
up for Destiny, who is cur¬ 
rently in the care of 
Shachtay’s family.
